Organized railway workers will re- 
fu-c to he controlled, officials .said, 
if they become convinced their de­ 
mands must 
be passed 
upon by a 
commission which must first be cre­ 
ated by special 
legislation 
in con­ 
gress. That the railroad administra­ 
tion has no money to grant immedi­ 
ate increases 
was 
made 
clear by 
President Wilson in letters to house 
and senate committees in which he 
proposed creation of a commission to 
survey the wages of all rail workers 
and decide

would be mandatory upon the inter­ 
state commerce commission for in­ 
creased freight and passenger rates.

Representative Sims Offers Bill Which 


Would Completely Alter Sys­ 


tem of Operation.

Washington, August 2—Organized 
abor plans for peace time operation 
of the railroads—complete govern­ 
ment ownership—was introduced in 
congress today with the promise that 
its adoption will bring lowrer rates 
and reduce the cost of living in gen­ 
eral. 
The plan was submitted in a bill 
introduced in the house by Repre- 
entative Sims, Tennessee, 
ranking 
democrat on the house interstate and 
foreign commerce committee and has 
the approval of all the railroad broth­ 
erhoods and American federation of 
labor. 
The bill provides; 
Purchase by the government of all 
the railroad systems on valuation to 
be determined by the courts. 
Operation by a directorate of fif­ 
teen, five to be chosen by the presi­ 
dent to represent the public, five to 
be elected by the operating officials 
and five by the classified employes. 
Equal division of surplus after 
paying fixed charges and operating 
expenses between the public and the 
employes. 
Automatic reduction of rates when 
the employes share of the surplus is 
more than five percent, of the gross 
operating revenues. 
Regional operation of the lines as 
a unified system.

THE ll. U. Ii. PROBLEM. 
Investigations have been institut 
ed by the congress and authoritie 
in a number of states to ascertain 
the reason^ for the soaring: costs of ^ 
practically all products. 
The probe 
has not been started too soon and it j 
is sincerely 
hoped that 
a solution 
can he found. Admittedly, the pro­ 
blem is a big: one. 
Many conditions 
arc to be considered and if rednc-! 
lions arc made in one line corres­ 
ponding: cuts must be ordered in all. 
It is obvious that complications uill 
arise and the investigators 
realize 
that their task is by no means easy. 
During: the last two years money 
has been the cheapest commodity, 
ft became so cheap that the buying 
value of a dollar wais reduced fr<»m 
one-third to three fourths. 
Wages, 
salaries and profits mounted rapidly. 
As they increased the prices of com­ 
modities wen* advanced. 
Prelimin­ 
ary investigations 
thai 
have been 
conducted reveal that in some lines 
enormous 
profits 
have 
Iteen 
de­ 
clared whereas a few years ago the 
rate of revenue was much less. This 


condition niu-t be taken into consid­ 
eration. 
lf the earning capacity of 
any line of activity is reduced too 
low production will necessarily stop 
and a shortage or even a panic will 
result. 
This must be avoided. 
But 
excessive profits must be curtailed. 
The high cost of living is not only 
a problem in tile I nit cd States. 
It 
is a world problem, and international 
condition- must be carefully weighed 
before any drastic action is taken. 
But there is already sufficient evi­ 
dence at hand to warrant the belief 
that tin* conditions can be remedied 
Profiteering ha- never been counten 
a need in this country, but during the 
war times the practice was endured 
rather than approved. The proposed 
investigations will undoubtedly strike 
burd at profiteers. 
And tin* elimina­ 
tion of this evil 
alone will show a 
marked deference 
in prices 
to be 
i»aiii bv the consumer.

test. 
The same illustration can be car­ 
ried down to individual ownership of 
a house or lot. 
The question is not 
one that concerns corporations and 
business enterprises alone. 
But it 
affects everyone 
who 
pays taxes. 
The new law is admittedly defective. 
The fanners 
admit that 
improve­ 
ment- could be made and they will 
be made in 
dtue 
time. 
But 
it is 
strongly contended for the law that 
it removes many defects which were 
apparent under the old system. 
The 
law is undoubtedly a step towards a 
much needed reform but the defects 
ought to be removed as soon as pos 
sible that justice, equality and uni­ 
formity may be carried out In secur­ 
ing money to defray the expenses of 
city, township, 
county 
and 
state 
governments.

The census bureau’s annual com­ 
pilation of mortality statistics for the 
death-registration area in continental 
United States shows 1,068,932 deaths 
as having occurred in this area in 
1917, representing a rate of 14.2 per 
1.000 of population. 
Of deaths, nearly one-third were 
due to three causes—heart disease, 
pneumonia and tuberculosis—and near­ 
ly another third resulted from the fol­ 
lowing nine causes: 
Bright’s disease 
and nephritis, apoplexy, cancer, diar­ 
rhoea and enteritis, arterial diseases, 
Influenza, 
diabetes, 
diphtheria 
and 
bronchitis. 
The 
death-registration 
area of the United States in 1917 com­ 
prised 27 states, the district of Co­ 
lumbia and 47 cities in non-registra 
tion states, with a total estimated pop­ 
ulation of 75,000,000, or about 73 per 
cent of the estimated population of the 
United States. 
Fewer Die of Heart Disease. 
The deaths from heart disease (or­ 
ganic diseases of the heart and endo 
carditis) numbers 115,337, or 153.2 per 
100.000 population. 
The death rate 
from this cause shows a noticeable de­ 
crease as compared with 1916, when it 
was 159.4 per 100,000. 
There have 
been fluctuations from year to year, 
but in general there has been a marked 
increase since 1900, the earliest year 
for which the annual mortality statis­ 
tics were published, when the rate for 
heart disease was only 123.1 per 100,- 
O00. 
Pneumonia (Including bronchopneu­ 
monia) was responsible for 112.881 
deaths, or 149.8 per 100,000. This rate, 
although much lower than that for 
1900 (180.5) or for several succeeding 
years, is higher than thai for any year) 
during the period 1908-1916. 
Tile low-j 
est recorded rate for pneumonia was 
127 per 100,000 in 1914. 
The mortal- j 
tty from this disease has fluctuated 
considerably from year to year since j 
1900, the general 
tendency having j 
been downward until 1914 and upward I 
from 191.4 to 1917, 
Tuberculosis In Its various forms 
caused 110.285 deaths, of which 97,047 
were due to tuberculosis of the lungs. 
The death rate from all forms of tu -1 
herculosis was 146.4 per IOO,(XX), and 
from tuberculosis of the lungs 128.9. 
The rate from tuberculosis of all forms 
declined continuously from 200.7 per 
100.000 in 1904 to 141.6 per 100,000 
in 1916, the decrease amounting to 
nearly 30 per cent; but for 1917 an in­ 
crease is shown. 
Until 1912 more 
deaths were due to tuberculosis than j 
to any other single cause, but in that 
year and during the period 1914-1917 
tile mortality from tuberculosis was 
less than that from heart diseases, and 
in 1917 it fell below that from pneu­ 
monia also. 
Cancer Fatalities Greater. 
Uancer and other malignant tumors 
caused 61,452 deaths, of which number t 
23,413, or 38 per cent, resulted from 
cancer of the stomach and liver. 
The 
rate from cancer has risen from 63 
per 100,000 in 1900 to 81.6 in 1917. 
The increase has not been continu­ 
ous, there having been three years— 
1906, 1911 and 1917—which showed 
declines as compared with the years I 
immediately preceding. 
The decrease j 
in 1917, as compared with 1916, how­ 
ever, was very slight—from 81.8 to 
81.6. It should be borne in mind that 
at least a part of the increase in the 
death rate from cancer may be appar­ 
ent rather than real, being due to a 
greater degree of accuracy in diagno­ 
sis and to greater care on the part of 
physicians in making reports to regis­ 
tration officials. 
Influenza was responsible for 12,974 
deaths, or 17.2 per 100,000. 
This rate 
is the highest shown for any epidemic 
disease in 1917, but is much lower than 
the corresponding one for the preced­ 
ing year, 26.4 per 100,000. 
Tile influ­ 
enza rate, which fluctuates greatly, was 
highest in 1901, when it stood at 32.2, 
than In any subsequent year prior to 
the occurrence of the recent epidemic. 
Next to that for influenza, the high­ 
est rate appearing for any epidemic 
disease in 1917 was for diptherla, 14.5 
per 100,000, representing 12,453 deaths. 
The rate from this disease was some­ 
what higher in 1917 than in the preced­ 
ing year, when it stood at 14.5 per 
100,000. 
Bronchitis caused 12,311 deaths, or 
16.3 per 100,000. This rate is lower 
than that for any preceding year ex­ 
cept 1916, when it was 10.0. 
The pro­ 
portional decline from 1900, for which 
year the bronchitis rate was 45.7, to 
1917, amounting to (kl per cent, was 
greater than that shown for any other 
important cause of death. 
Typhoid Fever resulted in 10,113 
deaths, or 13.4 per 100,000. The mor­ 
tality rate from this cause also has 
shown a remarkable reduction since 
1900, when it was 35.9, the proportion­ 
al decrease amounting to Oil per ceut. 
This highly gratifying decline demon­ 
strates in a striking manner the effi­

Deaths from automobile accidents 
and injuries In 1917 totaled 6,724, or 
8.9 per 100,000 population. This rate 
has risen rapidly from year to year, 
but not so rapidly as the rate of in­ 
crease in the number of automobiles 
In use. 
Deaths due to accidental asphyxia­ 
tion (except in conflagrations) num­ 
bered 3,375, or 4.5 per 100,000. 
Tills 
rate is somewhat higher than that 
for any year during the preceding ten- 
year period. 
Hot weather caused 1,904 deaths, or 
2.6 per 100.000. 
This rate is consid­ 
erably above those for most of the 
years covered by the bureau’s rec­ 
ords, but is somewhat lower than 2.9 
in 1916 and is far below 5.3 in 1911. 
The rate from this cause naturally va­ 
ries greatly from year to year.

* The operators in the five stations 
turn their compass wheels until each 
has an accurate bearing.

readings are transmitted to the cen­ 
tral station where, on a huge chart, 
the five readings are combined. Each 
reading will indicate a certain num­ 
ber of miles between the ship and the 
station that took the bearing. 
It is a 
relatively 
simple 
matter, 
then, 
to 
project these lines upon the chart un­ 
til the five lines intersect. 
And thpt 
point of intersection is the location 
of the calling ship. 
Acknowledgment 
from the ship completes the operation. 
Every American port is now being 
safeguarded by just such systems of 
radio compasses and central stations. 
Within a few months, at any point 
along tile coast, mariners will be able

“W hen I crossed the Igdlr plain, 
where A rm enians are starving today, 
these much persecuted people were 
having th eir innings and the smoke 
from a score of burning T a ta r vil­ 
lages could be seen.

arm s w ere allowed to live if they sur­ 
rendered th eir guns, and women and 
children w ere not touched, but their 
villages xvere looted and burned by 
the Arm enians. 
This w as in March, 
1919. 
All th e T atars retreated to the 
Nakhichevan 
district, 
w here 
they 
formed a m ajority of th e population. 
There they have rem ained. 
H atred 
between them and the A rm enians Is 
strong, but, due to the g reater strength 
of the Arm enians, there are no atroci­ 
ties. 
“The whole problem Is m ade diffi­ 
cult by th e diversity of th e popula­ 
tion. 
In the m ountain villages the 
Kurds are most num erous. 
A strong 
hand will he necessary to control 
these several tribes. 
T he K urds have 
been forced to be butchers by the 
Turks, who gave them guns as their 
only tools aud who kept agriculture 
and education from them . . T heir con­ 
dition is as bad as th at of the Arme­ 
nians, and when I crossed the Turco- 
Russiau boundary I saw scores of 
Kurds w ith only one garm ent and 
barefoot, a t aa altitude of 7,000 feet 
in M arch.”

W ith all things taken into considera­ 
tion the apple stands a t the head of 
all fru it lists. 
It is the favorite fru it in the m a­ 
jority of homes. 
The apple is not 
only a productive crop, but from a 
commercial standpoint a good paying 
investm ent. 
The w ar created such a big demand 
and necessity for im m ediate food th at 
for the last four years the planting of 
all kinds of fruit has been neglected. 
Leading authorities state th at in order 
to m eet the requirem ents of the ever- 
expanding apple industry there m ust 
be planted 
12,000,000 to 15,000,000 
apple trees each year for the next ten 
years. 
lf you own a piece of ground, no 
m atter how sm all or large, plant as 
much fruit as you can, especially ap­ 
ples. Rem em ber if you have a small 
lot in a suburban town, say 50 by 150 
feet, you could plant a dozen trees or 
more. 
If you own the lot and have 
not already built your housto, start the 
trees now ; the cost will be small and 
the value of your lot increased. 
F arm ers having plenty of acreage 
should plant apple trees in large quan­ 
tities. It requires no special skill and 
very little attention to bring the young 
orchard to the bearing age.—Utica 
Globe.

The relatively high prices of practi­ 
cally all foodstuffs tend to Increase the 
saving effected, but the home garden 
should be planned with a view to 
meeting the fam ily needs rath er than 
of producing crops for sale on th e 
market.

CONGRESSMAN BENHAM TO 
SPEND VACATION AT HOME 


Fourth District Representative to 
Consult With People About 
PendinQ Legislation. 


Washington, August 2— In accord­ 
ance with the agreement reached by 
house leaders, the hou-e recessed 
Friday until September 9. 
The house has passed all the a p ­ 
propriation bill-., to r which purpose 
*• s o c ia l session was called, also the 
i prohibition enforcement net, and it 
is thought that, while the senate is 
debating the league of nations ques­ 
tion, the house can accomplish more 
bv taking a recess, leaving on duty 
in Washington enough members of 
fcounimttees to carry on investigations 
already started, such as the investi­ 
gation of file causes of the recent 
race riots, Hie Mexican situation, and 
the expenditures of the army and 
navy. 
Bills will be formulated look­ 
ing to proper railway legislation. 
It is the desire o f many of the 
in embers to consult with “ the folks 
back home” in regard to the many 
astly important questions of recon- 
e 'nation which will come before the 
, .use at the regular session next 
I >< ■ccm ber. 
Congressman John S. Benham, of 
the Fourth Indiana district, i- parti­ 
cularly desirous of talking with re ­ 
turning soldiers in regard to the p re ­ 
luded soldiers* rural home settlement 
lull on which the public lands coiri- 
i it tee, of which he is a member, has 
ju-t made a favorable re (tort. 
This 
bill is of vital interest to soldiers 
who desire lo secure farm homes. 


With 
the bill reported out bv 
the 
western members of the committee, 
Mr. Bonham and a few oI the eastern 
member.^ are preparing a minority re­ 
port which they believe offers a real 
aid to the returning soldiers instead 
of being only a reclamation measure 
masquerading as a soldiers’ home 
bill. 
The repeal of daylight saving, in 
which a large number of people are 
very much interested, has passed the 
house a second time and is now in 
the senate. 
It is the opinion of the 
majority that it will pass the senate, 
be \etoed again by the President, but 
will this time be passed over the veto. 
Mr. Benham has had numerous re ­ 
quests tor assistance in securing the 
release of boys from the service, and 
has been successful iii obtaining dis­ 
charges for many, but congress is 
now forcing the demobilization of the 
a rmv and navy so rapidly th at it is 
hoped all Hoosier boys in khaki may 
soon be back home again in Indiana.
